Schools Should 
Employ Movks 

Madison, Wis. — Schools which fall 
to use classroom films are missing a 
practical means of making lessons ; 
"stick," the bureau of visual Instnîc- j 
tlon advised In a message In its Oc- 1 . 
tobcr issue of "Visual Aids." the bur- , 
cau Is a unit of the University ol 
Wisconsin extension division. Its d'r- 1 
ectpr Is J. B. Hansen, formerly a Wis- j 
consln school superliilendent. | 
.• Mr, Hansen writes that the ^East- 1 
man experiment and one at 'ïa'.o 
proved beyond doubt that educational 
films, carefully planrled and properly 
used, are a valuable" aid to the learn- 
ing process. 

Interest Is Enhanced < 

"MAny other less notable but equally 
thorough and fair tests have been 
made," he said, "all testlfj-lng to the 
value of films and other visual aids 
not only as a means of furnishing 
concrete- experiences so vital in chil- 
dren's learning but as a means of cre- 
ating Interest in school work. Wis- 
consin schoolmen and schoolwoiiien 
cannot afford to ignore findings such 
as these. Every school in tiio state 
should at least be studying the posslr 
bilitties of film and still pictures with 
a view to a' more or leas complete use 
later?' 

The department has a wealth of film 
material I n,^ n OT l science, biology, 
h e a 1 t h, pi§«ip|og^, ' anatomy, the 
world's geographyj history, citizenship, 
safety, applied arts, physics, industries, 
astronomy, and . transportation. 

A néw film,' "FreP Schools, thé hope 
of Dempcraéy,"'hâs been added for 
rental to schools and civic groups, it 
shows the value received for the tax- 
payer's dollar for the support of 
schools, including the returns given 
from what some regard as frills In 
school curricula. 

The bureau offers to put on sound 
motion picture programs for city 
teachers' associations, parent-teaCher 
groups, training schools, teacher col- 
leges, sections of the Wisconsin Teach- , 
ers' association, and other groups. 
Subjects available include "The Teach- 
ing of Reading," Gates; "Dynamic 
Learning," .Kllpatrlck; "The Element- 
ary Teacher as a Guide," Bode; "Cre- 
ative Approach to Education," Meams, 
and "Guidance in Piibllc Schools." Al- 
len. 

Many thPusand lantern slides are 
made annually by the visual Insitruc- 
tlon bureau for use In the university 
clitss rooms, the publication says.
